Gang, 


Well, I took the 40a and tuner and connected to the 40M Long Wire 
up 10M for the final night of hunting for the fox. Got on the 
air early to look for AL7FS, Jim in Anchorage AK. No AK. :-( 


Band did not sound that good to me. Worked the east coast, CA, 
IL, and UT, but not a peep further north than a VE7, but he didn't 
hear me. I had a hit ratio of only 50%, which means that 0.95W 
isn't doing all that great. The 100W signals were only 559 to 569 
at the home QTH. 


I used the MFJ-422B keyer mounted on top of the Bencher. I had been 
using the Bencher paddle for more than 15 years or so. I thought it 
was the one for me. I didn't like any other until I tried the 
Vibroplex Brass Racer. Now I know that I was wrong. I admit it. I 
can't live without the Vibroplex now. My son is making me a square 
base so I can use the platic covers. It's my paddle of choice now. 
The MFJ does NOT have the anti-BURP circuit in it and I now understand 
why everyone that has circuits using the smaller board are looking 
for the parts etc. to upgrade. Someone outta lay out a new board 
with the schematic in the Curtis notes, send it to FAR, and let's 
get rid of the "old" boards. The MFJ will be cannibalized and the 
CMOS II put in its place. Another project for someone to make up 
the "clamp-on mount" for the CMOS-II keyer. 


AAh Gel-cell went from 12.44V to 12.40V with NorCal 40a after 3 hours 
of operation with 14 contacts on 40M. Worked a Sierra and a NC-40, 
but no other 40a's. 


I hate to bring this up, but NorCal is shipping the 40a's in order 
that they received their orders. Know why I know? I thought you 
knew.... :-) Sorry, I can not part with it. 


I got a surprise envelope from the 5-land buro. I now have 
VP2 (Montserrat) confirmed on 40M QRPp and UR2 (Estonia) on 
20M QRPp.

2-1:The total consumed power shall be determined by totaling all power 


consumed for both transmitting and receiving with a maximum tolerance 
of 5%. 
(Example: All power values of an electronic key, microphone 
amplifier, and audio filter are included.) 


2-2:I1£ the communication uses a battery, then the consumed power shall 


be calculated based on the voltage and current across the battery. 
If a DC stabilizing power source or AC power souce is used, then 
the consumed power shall be calculated based on the voltage and 
current of the AC input. In this case, the apparent power shall be 
regarded as the consumed power 

(simply AC voltage ue~ AC current with the power factor ignored). 


3:The communication distance shall be calculated by determining the 


latitude and longitude of communicating points, using an accurate map 
of 1/200,000 scale or more; an error within 5 % shall be allowed. 


4:The applicant shall submit the specified application form accompanied 


by an application fee of 500 yen. 
The application fee for an overseas station shall be 5 IRCs. Fora 
domestic station, postage stamps shall be acceptable. 


5:Communications valid for the application shall be those performed on 


June 1, 1994 (UTC) and after. 


Supplementary Provision 1: The method given below shall be used as the standard 


for determining the effective numeral within a 5% error, unless the 
applicant presents a reasonable explanation. 

For a numeral beginnig with 1,the 4th digit shall be rounded to the 
3rd digit. 

For a numeral beginning with any other number, the 3rd digit shall be 
rounded to the 2nd digit. 


Supplementary Provision 2:The effecive numerals in the preceding paragraph 


shall apply to all the calculation processes for voltage, current, 
power, and distance.

METHOD FOR MEASURING CONSUMED POWER FOR APPLYING FOR THE 1000KM/TOTAL 
POWER AWARD (Established by the Board of Directors on August 1, 1994) 


1. The consumed power at the time of receiving shall be measured in the 
applied radiowave mode and at an intelligible minimum sound volume. 
The intelligibility may depend on the applicant's discretion. 


2. The consumed power for CW transmission shall be measured when the key is 
pressed down continuously. 

If an electronic key is used, then the mesurement shll be performed with 
the power for the electronic key ON and the key output terminal 
short-circuited. (The paddle need not be operated.) 

3. The consumed power for SSB, AM or FM transmission shall be mesured at the 
maximum output when a vowel sound like "Ahhh" is entered through the 
microphone. 

4. The standard mesurement methods shall conform to 1, 2, and 3 above; 
however, other methods may be examined and accepted by the Board of 
Directors if the methods are accompanied by reasonable explanations. 

5. The mesurement methods defined above shall become valid on and after 
june 1, 1994.

Paul, I have built both and like them both, and you won't go wrong with 
either. The OHR is easier and a better choice for an unsupported (no guru) 
or beginner builder. The Explorer has a prepunched cabinet which is a real 
knuckle and time saver. The NW80/20 supplies an undrilled cabinet (you can 
buy a "stripped" version of the NW80/20 sans cabinet and other stuff--not a 
good buy). The NW80/20 is not hard, however, and its instructions are very 
good. They both have very good QSK and are fun to use. The NW has much 
better audio (ample speaker vol)--not enuf for a speaker in the OHR, and the 
NW80 gives a full 5w when the OHR maxes at 1.5 or so. For the latter two 
advantages, I give the edge to the NW80/20. There's more to be said, but I 
am thinking of doing a formal article as the more appropriate medium.

Dear Anders (and anyone else who might be interested) - 


I built a Stockton wattmeter a couple of years ago, and now I can't imagine 
life without it. It's very easy to put together, most of the parts going 
into the die-cast box supplied with the kit. If you want to make it look 
neat, you'll have to find your own box to take the die-cast one plus the 
meters and range potentiometers; mine is set up with the meters just 


sitting loose on top of the rig - works just the same! 


Calibration needs to be done carefully if you want real accuracy. I built a 
little dummy load/wattmeter as in "The Joy of QRP", calibrating that at DC, 
and I reckon the Stockton should now be accurate to about 5 percent.

Subject: Worked the Fox!!! 


QRPers, 


I finally heard and worked the Fox! I turned my Heathkit HW-104 (100W solid 
state rig) down to two watts and the Fox came back immediately. He gave me a 
559 and I gave him a 599. The Fox was loud and clear at my QTH in Lynnwood, Wa. 
(about 20 miles due north of Seattle). I used my 40 meter dipole which is 
broadside north/south and about 50 feet up. I have worked a lot of CA stations 
with this antenna on my HW-8 at 2-3 watts. 


My friend, W6WQ also worked the Fox. We had talked on 2 meters just before 
the Fox was on so I gave him the info. I think he turned his rig down to QRP 
levels. 


After I worked the FOX I went out to my car and tried to work him with my HW-8 
which I have been experimenting with in the car for awhile. The antenna on the 
car is a 40 meter hamstick with an "“inducti-match" coil. Its real easy to get 
a 1:1 match with this setup. Anyway, by this time the Fox was back in the 
novice band and I couldn't find him. 


I have also been playing with a Ramsey 20 watt "QRP" amp in the car. Two watts 


in, 20 watts out at 13.8 volts. The kit and case cost about $70.00 total. It 
will work on 80 meters as well as the output low pass filter on the amp looks 
to have a cutoff of about 12 megahertz. I like to work QRP when camping with 
family and also try to maintain a sked with some friends. The "QRP" amp was 
added to give me a better chance of maintaining the sked if band conditions 
were poor for QRP. Although my friends have had some real challenges trying to 
pull my signal out of the mud ;-). 


I am anxiously awaiting my Norcal 40a--it will be my first rig of any kind with 
an RIT. I have a nice brushed aluminum travel case waiting for it. The idea is 
to put everything in the case with custom made connecting cables, etc. so I 
have an easy to setup and use portable QRP station. Batteries and all will be 
in here so all I have to do is open the case and connect an antenna. Eventually 
I will add solar options for charging and running. 


I have had my license for two years. I upgraded to general a year ago and will 
continue to upgrade as study time permits. My first license was a tech+ and the 


only rig I has was the HW-8 and I worked QRP for the first year. 


Thanks to Chuck and all for the Fox. Lets do it again. And thanks to all who 
post here, I really enjoy your posts and spirit.
